SUBJECT: APPROVE GRANT AGREEMENT AND RATIFY ACTION TAKEN BY THE CHIEF 

PROBATION OFFICER TO ACCEPT FEDERAL JUVENILE JUSTICE CHALLENGE 
FUNDING 

 
RECOMMENDATION:   
 

1. Approve Agreement (State Contract No. BDC 242-04) with the California Board of Corrections (BOC) 
for the Federal Title II Challenge Activities Program Grant Award, in the amount of $88,026, for the 
period July 1, 2004 through June 30, 2005. 

 
2. Ratify action taken by the Chief Probation Officer to sign contract documents for a Federal Title II 

Challenge Activities Program Grant Award on behalf of the County. 
 

3. Authorize the Auditor/Controller-Recorder to increase appropriations and revenue, in the amount of 
$88,026, in the Probation Department’s FY 2004-05 budget as outlined in the Financial Impact 
section (4 votes required). 

 
BACKGROUND INFORMATION:  On April 22, 2004 the Board of Corrections notified all counties that 
Federal Title II Challenge Activities Program funding was available to counties to augment their Juvenile 
Justice Crime Prevention Act of 2000 (JJCPA) programs and/or begin new programming.  San Bernardino 
County's portion of this federal funding is $88,026 and funding is only available for 2004-05.  On June 25, 
2004 the Board of Supervisors approved the application for funding to the BOC. 
 
In October, the Department received official notification of the grant award.  This funding will augment the 
services provided at the Day Reporting Centers by community-based organizations throughout the County, 
as approved by the Juvenile Justice Coordinating Council, in order to minimize the risk to communities from 
delinquent activity. 
 
Approval of Recommendation No. 1 would authorize acceptance of the grant award.  Recommendation No. 
2 would ratify the signature of the Chief Probation Officer on contract documents already signed and 
approved by the state.  Contract documents were signed in error during the application process. 
 
REVIEW AND APPROVAL BY OTHERS:  This item has been reviewed and approved as to legal form by 
County Counsel (Dawn Stafford, 387-5471, Deputy County Counsel) on November 22, 2004; and by the 
County Administrative Office (Laurie Rozko, 387-8997, Administrative Analyst) on November 23, 2004. 
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FINANCIAL IMPACT:  There is no local cost impact related to this item.  No matching funds are required.  
Approval of this item would authorize the Auditor/Controller to increase appropriations and revenues by the 
in the amount of $88,026 in Probation’s FY 2004-05 budget, as follows:
